pletely twisted.” 
“Actually,” Langkop said, “ we 
have received $2 million less in 
commodities this year than last 
and $53,000 less in cash under the 
national school lunch act. 
“ Now they say we will have over 
a million dollars in cash assistance 
to help the dairy industry move 
its surplus milk. 
“ We won’t be able to use more 
than half of that money. Many of 
our schools cannot qualify under 
the program. 
“ It’s a dairy bill having nothing 
to do with helping school chil­ 
dren. A school is not entitled to 
aid until it passes its past pattern 
of consumption. 
“ So m any schools have done 
such a good job of promoting milk 
consumption that there is no room 
for milk consumption. And t h a t 
bars them from the program .”
